Amend the Dublin Police Act, 1837, and other enactments • a.d. 1911 . 
relating to the Police District of Dublin Metropolis. 

B E it enacted by the King’s most Excellent Majesty, by and 
with the advice and consent of the Lords Spiritual and 
Temporal, and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, 
and by the authority of the same, as follows :: — . . . 

5 1 . The boundary of the police district of Dublin Metropolis Extension 

is hereby extended so as to comprise, in addition to the existing 
area thereof, all that area lying between the existing boundary trict boun- 
of the said district and a direct line drawn from the centre of l1ai T- 
the bridge which carries the public road from Dollymount to 
10 Baheny over the river Naniken to^the most northerly point of 
the Clontarf Bank (the said point being two thousand five 
hundred yards or thereabouts distant from the said bridge and 
one thousand two hundred and eighty yards or thereabouts due 
south from Old Kilbarrack Church) and a direct line drawn 
16 from the said point to the Poolbeg Lighthouse. 

2. Upon any information or complaint laid or made before Extension of 
a divisional justice of the police district of Dublin Metropolis of 
an offence punishable on summary conviction, if the person divisional 
charged resides within the limits of that district, the justice j' istices - 
20 shall, notwithstanding that the offence has been, or is alleged 
to have been, committed outside those limits, have all the like 
powers, jurisdiction, and authority as he has upon an information 
or complaint laid or made of a like offence committed or alleged 
to have been Committed within the limits of that district.

punishable on summary conviction shall, as amended by any 
subsequent enactment, extend to the police district of Dublin 
Metropolis ; and every person who aids, abets, counsels, or procures 
the commission of any such offence may be proceeded against 
and convicted in that district in any case where the principal 5 
offender may be convicted in that district, or where the offence 
of aiding, abetting, counselling, or procuring was committed in 
that district. 

4. The provisions of the Sale of Liquor on Sunday (Ireland) 
Act, 1878, relative to the police district of Dublin Metropolis 10 
shall, as amended by the Intoxicating Liquors (Ireland) Act, 1906, 
have effect throughout the whole police district as extended by 
the order of the Lord Lieutenant in Council made pursuant to 
section sixty-one of the Dublin Corporation Act, 1900, and by 
this Act, notwithstanding anything to the contrary in the said 15 
section sixty-one. 

6. — (l) The Lord Lieutenant may by order appoint such 
sum by way of salary for the accountant of the Commissioners 
of the Dublin Metropolitan Police as he may , with the approval 
of the Treasury , determine. 20 

(2) So much of section five of the Dublin Police Act, 1859, 
as relates to the salary of the said accountant is hereby repealed. 

6. This Act may be cited as the Dublin Police Act, 1911. 
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
